HEAVY LAND SLIDES. 


W orkm en on the Oregon D ivision Have 
Lota of Trouble. 
[From Record-Un'ioh’s Special Correspondent.] 
S im s, F eb ru ary 3d.—T his is th e fourth 
day th a t rain has been falling continually 
h ere and elsew here along th e road, and 
th ere are no signs of its cessation. 
R ain 
fell in torrents at Gib9on side track all 
last night, and to-day it h as been raining 
h ard aud steady all th e tim e. 
Y esterday 
there w ere hopes th a t th e slide at T unnel 
0 w ould be cleared aw ay to-day, but w hen 
th e shovelers w ere brought up to w ork this 
m o rn in g th ey w ere surprised to find all 
th e space they h ad shoveled filled up 
again by a huge am ount of fresh rock and 
snow , w hich had slid dow n from the top 
of th e big h ill to th e side track, m aking 
th e slide larger th an it was w hen they first 
w ent io w ork at it. 
T he no rth end of the tu n n el is com pletely 
filled up from th e new slide th a t cam e 
dow n last n ight. 
T o-day rocks aud la*ge

tinuously, and even if th e storm w ould 
cease, w ork train s w ould n o t be be able to 
get through here for three days at least.

half a m ile.

deavor to back up and take th e supplies as 
far n o rth as th e road is clear. T he river is 
rising w ith alarm in g rapidity and is w ithin 
a couple of feet of the railroad track a t Gib­ 
son. 
T he creeks are full and w here the 
w ork train is side-tracked th e cars are 
standing in w ater, w hich is flowing over 
th e rails to a depth of several inches. 
In 
fact everything appears to be snow or w ater

U tah, th e decision of the 
low erC ourt w asaffirm ed. 
B oth com panies 
are stock-raising corporations, and the liti­ 
gation was ever 350,000 acres of land used 
as range lands. 
T he plaintiff’s claim ed 
title to the laud by purchase of odd sections 
from th e C entral Pacific R ailw ay. 
It is 
claim ed th a t as each alternate even-uum - 
bered section is G overnm ent land, they 
cannot fence th eir lands, aud th at five 
highw ays ru n through the tract, w hich is 
about forty by thirty-six m iles in exteDt. 
O w ing to this, the lauds are open, and 
defendants have grazed about 200.000 sheep 
across this land. 
T he plaintiffs claim ed 
defendants h ad no rig h t to do so, and fu r­ 
ther show ing th a t ow ing to th s peculiarity 
oi fiheep-grazing they leave the lan d unfit 
for cattle.

It is so D e cla r e d b y th e U n ited 
S u p rem e C ourt. 
W ashington, F ebruary 3d.— T he S u­ 
prem e C ourt o f the U nited States to-day 
rendered au opinion affirm ing the consti­ 
tu tio n ality of th e E dm uuds-T ucker Idaho 
test oatb, intended to prevent M orm ons 
from voting. 
T he case cam e up on an application for a 
w rit ol habeas corpus, m ade by Sam uel D. 
Davis, w ho is in jail in Idaho, having 
been sentenced for unlaw fully taken the 
prescribed lest oath w hen he was a m em ­ 
ber of the M orm on C hurch. 
T he Court denies th e application for the 
w rit of habeas corpus, holding th a t polyg­ 
am y is a crim e, aud th at the constituiional 
privilege guaranteeing freedom oi religion 
is n o t intended to prevent the punishm en t 
o f any person w ho in th e nam e of religión 
com m its a crim e in the eyes of the law . 
T he C ourt in its opinion sa y s: “ Bigam y 
and polygam y are crim es by th e law s cf 
the U nited States. 
T hey tend to destroy 
th e purity of th e m arriage relations, to dis­ 
tu rb the peace o f fam ilies, to degrade 
w om an and debase m en. 
F"cw crim es are 
m ore pernicious to the best interests of 
society, and receive m ore general or m ore 
deserved p u n ish m en t. 
To cali th eir advo­ 
cacy a tenet of religion is to offend the com ­ 
m on sense of m an k in d . 
To extend e x ­ 
em ption from punish m en t for such crim es 
wonkl be to shock the m oral ju d g m en t of 
the com m unity. 
It is assum ed by the 
counsel of th e petitioner th at because no 
m ode ot w orship can be established by­ 
law, or religious tenets enforced in this 
country, therefore an y form of w orship 
m ay be followed, and any tenets, how ever 
destructive of society, m ay ba held and ad ­ 
vocated, if asserted to be part of the re­ 
ligious doctrines of those advocating and 
practicing th em . 
B ut nothing is further 
from the tru th . 
W hile legislation for the 
establishm ent of religion is forbidden, and 
its free exercise perm itted, it does n o t fol­ 
low th a t everything w hich m ay be so called 
can be tolerated. 
Crim e is not less excused 
because sanctioned by any particular sect 
th a t m ay designate it as religious.” 


G E N E R A L M OSBY. 


H e G ets a J u d g m e n t, B u t H is C laim Is 
C ut D ow n C on sid erab ly. 
W a sh in g to n , F ebruary 3d.— T he S u­ 
prem e C ourt to-day decided th e M osby 
cases by reversing th e ju dgm ent of the 
C ourt of Claim s and directing th a t trib u n al 
to enter judgm ent for the sum of $11.783 50. 
M osby sued for $29,180 and was aw arded 
$13,839 21. 
B oth parties appealed. 
T he item disallow ed was $2,065 for certi­ 
fying invoices for free goods im ported into 
the U nited States. 
T he C ourt insists th a t 
it is the d u ty of Consuls to certify all in ­ 
voices inasm uch as the law requires in ­ 
voices to accom pany all im portations of 
m erchandise. 
T his reduced th e sum to $11,711 21, but 
th e Court allow ed an item of $31 29 for re­ 
cording various in strum ents, w hich the 
C ourt of C laim s disallow ed, m ak in g the 
sum for w hich th e ju d g m en t w as ren ­ 
dered.

IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington*. February 3d.—In the House to* 
day, the journal having been read in extenso 
(at the demands of the Democrats). O’Farrell of 
Virginia and McKinley of Ohio were upon their 
feet, the former with a motion to correct the 
journal, and the latter with a motion to approve 
that document. 
The Speaker recognized McKinley, and sub­ 
sequently, on O'Farrell’s statement that he was 
acting in good faith, recognized that member, 
who stated that the journal contained no refer­ 
ence to the fact that the Speaker on Saturday 
labt would not allow him to read the evidence 
in the election case as part of his remarks. 
The Speaker said that the journal would be 
amended to show the fact.

The 
vote resulted, yeas 154, nays none, and the 
Speaker, follow,ng his precedent of ordering 
entered upon the journal the names of a dozen 
Democrats present and not voting, declared the 
previous question ordered. 
The Smith-Jackson contested election case 
was then resumed, af er a motion made by Mr. 
Bynum to adjourn had been voted down and 
the Speaker refused to entertain further dilatory 
motions by Crisp. 
O'Farrell was recognized to continue his argu­ 
ment in support of the claims of the cont?stee 
in the Smith-Jackson case. After arguing the 
case he said he did not believe the time had yet 
come, and God grant it might never come, when 
the American people would tolerate autocratic 
power, whether wielded by the President or by 
the Speaker of the House. He protested strongly 
against this cruel and wicked and unconstitu­ 
tional violation of the rights of the miuority. 
Let it go out, and let all give ear to the dee’ara- 
tion that necessity, the tyrant’s plea, was ottered 
as the only excuse for this uaseemingly unpre­ 
cedented and unconstitutional proceeding of 
him, who for a brief season would preside over 
the deliberations of this body. 
He said ‘‘brief season/' for as sure as sense 
and judgment still dwelt in the breast of the 
American people, as sure as citizens of this land 
were jealous of their rights and looked with 
alarm on the slightest encroachment upon 
them, just so sure would the Democrats return 
to power in tbe Fifty-second Cougress, and there 
would, be no usurper, autocrat or dictator occu­ 
pying the Speakei’s chair. 
Greenhalge of Massachusetts, said that after 
the diatribe of the gentleman from Virginia it 
might be well to consider the question before 
the House including the right ol a member to 
his seat.

HEAVY LAND SLIDES. 
Workmen on the Oregon Division Have 
Lots of Trouble. 
[From Recobd-Usiox's Special Correspondent.] 
Sims, February 3d.—This is the fourth 
day that raia has been falling continually 
here and elsewhere along the road, and 
there are no signs of its cessation. Rain 
fell in torrents at Gibson side track all 
last night, aud to-day it has been raining 
hard and steady all the time. Yesterday 
there were hopes that the slide at Tnnnel 
Í) would be cleared away to-day, but when 
the shovelers were brought up to work this 
morning they were surprised to find all 
the space they had shoveled filled up 
again by a huge amount of fresh rock and 
snow, which had slid down from the top 
of the big hill to the side track, making 
the slide larger than it was when they first 
went to work at it. 
The north end of the tunnel is completely 
filled up from the new slide that came 
down last night. To-day rocks and large 
slabs of slate have been rolltD g down con­ 
tinuously, and even if the storm would 
cease, work trains would not be be able to 
get through here for three days at least. 
As long as the rain keeps up as it has to­ 
day, but little headway can be made. The 
men can be worked to little advantage 
when the rain is falling in torrents and 
there is great danger of rocks sliding down 
upon them. 
To-day the men are engaged in transfer­ 
ring wood and supplies from the work 
train on the south side of the tunnel to the 
one on the north side. The engines in the 
latter outfit are out of fuel, and supplies are 
running short at Dunsmuir and the stations 
in that vicinity. On account of the end of 
the tunnel being filled up, a trail had to 
be shoveled through the show around the 
side of the hill and the freight carried by 
the men over half a mile. 
The engine on the other Bide will en­ 
deavor to back up and take the supplies as 
far north as the road is clear. The river is 
rising with alarming rapidity and is within 
a couple of feet of the railroad track at Gib­ 
son. The creeks are full and where the 
work train is side-tracked the cars are 
standing in water, which is fiowing over 
the rails to a depth of several inches. In 
fact everything appears to be snow or water 
and the river is rushing down at a madden­ 
ing rate, carrying with it a large quantity 
of driftwood and washing the snow from 
the banks on both sides. 
Everybody is inquiring about the height 
of the river at Sacramento and many 
prophecy a Hood if the rain keeps up as it 
has to-day. 
The track at Gibson is apt to be washed 
away it much more water comes down 
from the creeks. At the slide this after­ 
noon nearly half an acre of dirt and rock 
cams down and the three engines had to 
back away in a hasty manner to avoid be­ 
ing injured or thrown from the track. 
This afternoon the work train on north 
side of tunnel nine started to back np the 
road as far as possible with supplies for 
the towns. The Record-Union reporter 
boarded her. About forty men were taken 
to shovel out the slides, and several were 
encountered. 
At Blue Cut, about two miles south of 
Sims, the track was found to be covered 
with snow, adobe and rock, and the rails 
were shifted out of place for thirty or forty 
feet. This is one of the worst places on the 
road, and the mud keeps sliding faster than 
the men can shovel. The color of the 
adobe is bluish and hence the place is 
called Bine Cat. 
The men worked at it all the aflernoon 
to-day, and towards evening returned with 
the train to Tunnel 9.

R ecord - U nion 
correspondent 
walked the rest of the way to Sims, and 
several large slides were met with on the 
way np. The northbound work trains can 
not possibly reach here for several days to 
come. 
Water is flowing over the track, and 
washouts are liable to occur. A train 
started south from Dunsmuir this morn­ 
ing, but several slides were struck, and sec­ 
tion men say it can not be repaired for two 
days. 
Five and forty-hundredths inches of rain 
fell here for the twenty-four hours ending 
at 7 o'clock this morning.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
A Car Goes Through a Bridge and Ten 
Men are Killed. 
T h e D alles (Or.), February 3d.—A gang 
of laborers left The Dalles on the morning 
of February 2d, to work on the track. 
Early this morning the caboose went 
through a bridge, the engine passiDg safely, 
but the tender falling on the caboose killed 
five white men and badly wounded fifteen. 
Conductor^ French had his leg broken and 
his skull fractured. Engineer George was 
badly hurt. Brakeman Seeley was also in­ 
jured. 
A train with three doctors, Coroner 
Mitchell and Deputy Sheriff Cates left this 
morning at 11 o'clock with a wrecking- 
crew, in charge of Foreman Fraser. The 
accident occurred about one mile and a half 
west of Cascade Locks, in Wasco county. 
The bridge was rendered unsafe by the late 
heavy rains. 
The heaviest rainfall for fifteen years 
happened in the last two days. In thirty 
hours 2 58 inches of rain fell. The Colum­ 
bia river and all the creeks are very high. 
Houses in the lower part of the city are 
flooded. Mill creek is a raging torrent. 
The loss of stock in the county is very 
small, and will not reach 5 per cent. No 
communication cast or west on account of 
washouts and slides. 
Latf.u—The relief trains which left here 
at 11 o’clock yesterday arrived at Cascade 
Locks. The latest accounts say ten are 
dead and sixteen wounded. Two doctors 
walked to the wreck and rendered assist­ 
ance. 
Mill creek bridge was eaved yesterday by 
the indomitable bravery of Bony Wires, a 
locomotive engineer, in catting the draw. 
One bent was damaged so that engines 
cannot cross. 
A boat left tbis morning with a crew to 
open a portage. To-morrow it will leave 
with passengers. Three trainloads of pas­ 
sengers are blockaded. 
KEEPING UP ITS RECORD. 


WEATHEK INDICATIONS. 
The Sacramento Coming Up—The Yuba, 
Feather aud American Falling. 
R edding. February 3d.—The river has 
risen very fast to day. It ha3 just been re­ 
ported that it is o d Ij three or four feetsbort 
of the highest raise ever known here. The 
riveris full of drift of all kinds. Timber of 
the culvert No. 2C6 of the railroad company 
was plainly seen floating down; also the 
timbers of another culvert which conld not 
be read. Undoubtedly much damage to 
the railroad must have occurred above. 
The Postal Agent at Redding sends the 
following: “Since the early morning the 
river at this place has raised ten inches an 
hour, and is raising at that rate. It lacks 
two feet of being at high-water mark. It 
is a warm rain all through the mountains. 
Snow is melting rapidly, and with acontinu- 
ance of this raise for twelve honrs the river 
will be above high-water mark, and a flood 
below is inevitable. The conditions are 
very favorable for such a calamity now. 
The county bridge, the center of which is 
eight feet above high-water mark, is now 
in imminent danger, and the river will un­ 
doubtedly take it.” 
Chico, February 3d.—For the past four 
days it has been c'o idy, without rain. The 
weather is very mild. The creeks have not 
risen yet. The river is rising very slowly. 
Orlasd, February 3d.— No rain has 
fallen at Orland for the past week. A high 
wind prevails, which promises rain. The 
crops need clear weather and lots of san- 
shiDe. Farmers feel very blue over the 
ontlook. 
Sierra City, February 3d.—The weather 
has moderated within the past twoday3. 
Nothing can possibly be done for many days 
toward clearing the snow and land slides 
between here and Downieville. Provisions 
are quite scarce and beef cattle have not 
arrived here for neariy a month. The im­ 
mediate danger of farther snow slides is at 
rest, unless another succession of snow 
storms Boon follow. 
S hasta, February 3d.—It has been rain­ 
ing heavily for the past twenty-four hours, 
and it still continues to fall in torrents. 
Being a warm rain it is melting the snow- 
on the hills and mountains very fast, and 
all the streams and the 8acranIento river 
are very high, aud rising rapidly. Trinity 
river is reported ri-ing three feet an hour. 
The toll-bridge and ferry-boat at Lowden’s 
were swept away by the high water to day. 
The stage from the south was stranded in 
one of the streams between Redding and 


Another Murder Committed iu San Fran­ 
cisco Y'esterday. 
San F rancisco, February 3d.—Shortly 
after seven tbis evening, J. F. Naughton, 
Secretary of the Guaranty Endowment 
Association, in company with H. I. Brewer, 
a solicitor for the Association, went to the 
Association’s office in the Murphy build­ 
ing. and were there but a short time when 
Mark M. Herr, the Vice-President came in. 
He did not entertain a friendly feeling for 
Brewer. While they were in the room a 
dispute arose, and Herr threatened to eject 
Naughton and Brewer, and in furtherance 
of his threat took up the Association seal 
and attempted to strike them, when Naugh­ 
ton drew a revolver and fired several shots, 
wounding Herr in the left arm and left side.

II ALLOT-BOX FORGERY. 
Moro Testimony Taken Before the House 
Committee. 
W ashington, February 3d.—The House 
Committee investigating the Ohio ballot- 
box forgery began its hearing again to-day. 
Representative Whitney of Michigan de­ 
nied the genuineness of his signature to 
the ballot-box contract. 
Powell Crossly, formerly associated with 
Butterworth in the practice of law, says 
Wood told him in 1888 about his “box,’’ 
and that John R. McLean and T. C. Camp­ 
bell were engineering it, and were going to 
have a Democratc Congressman introduce 
the bill. He had no intimation that But- 
terworth bad anything to do with the 
ballot-boxes and believed Butterworth did 
not know Wood until after the publication. 
Governor Jame3 E. Campbell of Ohio was 
handed the forged paper and declared be had 
never seen it until that minute. He always 
wrote his name in full, "James E. Camp­ 
bell.” After he heard Wood’s statement 
that he had gotten hold of a letter 
signed “J. E. C.,” he made up his 
mind that Wood had used the initials 
and filled in the name in making the 
forgery. Witness sometimes signed “J. E. 
C to short notes. He was never interested 
in the ballot-boxes or any contract beating 
upon them. He introduced the ballot-box 
bill at request of T. C. Campbell. Camp­ 
bell brought one of the ballot boxes to 
Washington aud said the Elections Com­ 
mittee was going to deal with the subject 
of ballot-boxes, and he wanted to get his 
ballot-box before them. He had spoken to 
Representative Grosvenor and now came to 
him (Campbell), as a Democraticintroduc- 
tiou would give tbe bill a better standing. 
Just before his speech in Cincinnati October 
t:b, a reporter for tbe Cincinnati Post 
showed him a card from Halstead reflect­ 
ing upon him (witness) and be said, “Hal­ 
stead is a liar, and if he can prove anything 
of that kind I will get off the Democratic 
ticket,” Adjourned nntil to-morrow. 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Every Citizen Hus the Right to Graze His 
Stock on Public Land. 
W ashington, February 3d.—In the Su­ 
preme Court to-day, in tbe case of Promon­ 
tory Ranch Company, appellants, vs. Hontz 
& Conant, from the Supreme Court of the 
Territory of Utah, the decision of the 
lower Court wasaffirmed. Both companies 
are stock-raising corporations, and the liti­ 
gation was ever 350.000 acres of land used 
as range lauds. Tbe plaintiff’s claimed 
title to the laud by purchase of odd sections 
from the Central Pacific Railway. It is 
claimed that as each alternate even-unm- 
bered section is Government land, they 
cannot fence their lands, and that five 
highways run through tbe tract, which is 
about forty by thirty-six miles iu extent. 
Owing to tbis, the lands are open, and 
defendants have grszed about 200.000 sheep 
across tbis land. The plaintiff’s claimed 
defendants had no right to do so, and fur­ 
ther showing that owing to the peculiarity 
of sheep-grazing they leave the land unfit 
for cattle. 
The decision of the Court will be of in­ 
terest to stock-raisers on lands of tbe United 
States. Justice Miiler says that the bill 
sought by plaintiffs is without equity, as it 
seeks a declaration that they, by controlling 
one-half of a parcei of land, may control 
tbe whole, and thereby deprive the general 
public of a right granted ii by a Ucrmee cf 
more ili'au loti years of access to the public 
domain. 
He goes quite extensively into the history 
of cattle-raising, and maintains the right of 
eviry citizen to graze his stock on the pub­ 
lic iands. In the deciding case be quotes 
from Coiuerford V3. Dupuy, 17 Ca!., and 
Logan vs. Getney, 38 Cal. 


POLYGAMY A CRIME. 
It is so Declared by the United States 
Supreme Court. 
Washington, February 3d.— The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States to-day 
rendered an opinion affirming the consti­ 
tutionality of the Edmuuds-Tucker Idaho 
test oatb, intended to prevent Mormons 
from voting. 
The case came np on an application for a 
writ ot habeas corpus, made by Samuel D. 
Davis, who is in jail in Idaho, having 
been sentenced for unlawfully taken the 
prescribed test oath when bo was a mem­ 
ber of the Mormon Church. 
The Court denies the application for the 
writ of habeas corpus, holding that polyg­ 
amy is a crime, aud that the constitutional 
privilege guaranteeing freedom of religion 
is not intended to prevent the punishment 
of any person who in the name of religion 
commits a crime in the eyes of the law. 
Tbe Court in its opinion says: "Bigamy 
and polygamy are crimes by the laws of 
the United States. They tend to destroy 
the parity of the marriage relations, to dis­ 
turb the peace of families, to degrade 
woman and debase men. Few crimes are 
more pernicious to the best interests of 
society, aud receive more general or more 
deserved punishment. To call their advo­ 
cacy a tenet of religion is to offend thecom- 
mon sense of mankind. To extend ex­ 
emption from punishment for such crimes 
would be to shock the moral judgment of 
the community. It is assumed by the 
counsel of the petitioner that because no 
mode ot worship can be established by 
law, or religious tenets enforced in this 
country, therefore any form of worship 
may be followed, and any tenets, however 
destructive of society, may be held and ad­ 
vocated, if asserted to be part of the re­ 
ligions doctrines of those advocating and 
practicing them. But nothing is further 
from the truth. While legislation for the 
establishment of religion is forbidden, and 
its free exercise permitted, it does not fol­ 
low that everything which may be so called 
can be tolerated. Crime is not less excused 
because sanctioned by any particular sect 
that may designate it as religious.” 


GENERAL MOSBY. 
He Gets a Judgment, But His Claim Is 
Cut Down Considerably. 
W ash in gto n, February 3d.— The Su­ 
preme Court to-day decided the Mosby 
cases by reversing tbe judgment of the 
Court of Claims and directing that tribunal 
to enter judgment for tbe sum of $11.783 50. 
Mosby sued for $29,180 and was awarded 
$13,839 21. Both parties appealed. 
The item disallowed was $2,065 for certi­ 
fying invoices for free goods imported into 
the United States. The Court insists that 
it is the duty of Consuls to certify all in­ 
voices inasmuch as the law requires in­ 
voices to accompany all importations of 
merchandise. 
This reduced the sum to $11,741 21, but 
tbe Court allowed an item of $31 29 for re­ 
cording various instruments, which ibe 
Court of Claims disallowed, making tbe 
sum for which the judgment was ren­ 
dered.

WORLD’S FAIR BILL. 
The Filibustering Business Has Caused 
Its Delay. 
Washington, February 3i.—A meeting 
of the House Committee on Woild's Fair 
was held this morning. rhe meeting as­ 
sumed merely an informal character, and a 
discussion relating mostly to the chances of 
tbe bill getting through the House while 
that boc.y is proceeding without rules wa3 
indulged in at some length. 
It is understood that the opinion was ex­ 
pressed that the chances were very preca­ 
rious for the bill getting through while the 
House was in it3 present condition. No 
attempt was made to discuss the incom­ 
pleted sections of the bill and thi3 work 
was left for a future meeting. 
Colored Men in Couucil. 
W ashington, February 3d.—The Colored 
Men’s Convention begun its sessions here. 


to-day. Colonel Perry Carson called the 
Convention to order and said, among other 
thiDgs, that the suppression of the colored 
vote in tbe South has become the prime 
object of those who were lately in rebel­ 
lion, and they had succeeded ii their ne- 
firions work so well es to give tbe Demo 
cratic party thirty-seven" more electoral 
votes than it wes entitled to. 
E. r. McCall was elected temporary Pres­ 
iden!, and Tealvin Chase of Washington 
temporary Secretary. 
Recorder Townsend, of the General Land 
Office, delivered an address of welcome, in 
the course of which he attacked Senators 
Morgan and Butler for their conrse in seek­ 
ing the deportation of negroes from the 
country, and predicted a brighter future for 
the colored rae?. 
Gobi and Silver. 
W ashington, February 3d.—Director of 
the Mint Leech estimates that on February 
1st there was $1,132,185.174 worth of gold 
and silver coin and bullion in the United 
States, divided as follows: Gold coin, 
$624 900,483; gold bullion, $66,080,287; sil­ 
ver coin, $429,646,645; silver bullion, $11,­ 
567,759. 
A Canal Obstructed. 
W ashington, February 3d.—Tbe Secre­ 
tary of State is informed by the Mexican 
Government that the Northwest canal, 
which connects the port of Vera Cruz with 
the sea, is at present obstructed. 
l'ostm aster Appointed. 
W.VS3IKGTOH, February 3d.—H. M. Max­ 
well has been appointed Postmaster at 
Zinn, Shasta county, Cal., vice J. L. Zion, 
resigned. 
CONGXCrSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a sh in g to n. February 3d.—In the House to* 
clay, the journal having been read i:i extenso 
(at the demands of the Democrats), O’Farrell of 
Virginia and McKinley of Ohio were upon their 
feet, the former with a motion to correct the 
journal, and the latter with a motion to approve 
that document. 
The Speaker recognized McKinley, and sub­ 
sequently, on O'Farrell’s statement that he was 
acting iu good faith, recognized that member, 
who stated that the journal contained no refer­ 
ence to the fact that the Speaker on Saturday 
last would not allow him to read the evidence 
in the election case as part of his remarks. 
The Speaker said that the journal would be 
amended to show the fact. 
McKinley then demanded the previous ques­ 
tion of his motion to approve the journal. The 
vote resulted, yeas 154, nays none, and the 
Speaker, following his precedent of ordering 
entered upon the journal the names of a dozen 
Democrats present and not vot ng, declared the 
previous question ordered. 
The Smith-Jackson contested election ease 
was then resumed, af er a motion made by Mr. 
Bynum to adjourn had been voted down and 
the Speaker refused to entertain further dilatory 
motions by Crisp. 
O’Farrell was recognized to continue his argu­ 
ment in support of the claims of the con tes tee 
in the Smith-Jackson case. After arguing the 
case he said he did not believe the time had yet 
come, and God grant it might never come, when 
the American people would tolerate autocratic 
power, whether wielded by the President or by 
the Speaker of the House. He protested strongly 
against this cruel aud wicked and unconstitu­ 
tional violation of the rights of the minority. 
Let it go out. and let all give ear to the declara­ 
tion that necessity, the tyrant’s plea, was ottered 
as the only excuse for this unseemingly unpre­ 
cedented and unconstitutional proceeding of 
him, who for a brief season would preside over 
the deliberations of tbis body. 
He said “brief season,” for as sure as sense 
and judgment still dwelt in the breast of the 
American people, as sure as citizens of this land 
were jealous of their rights and looked with 
alarm on the slightest encroachment upon 
them, ju-t so sure would the Democrats return 
to power in the Fitly-second Cougress, and there 
would be no usurper, autocrat or dictator occu­ 
pying the Speakei’s chair. 
Greenhalge of Massacnusetts, said that after 
the diatribe of the gentleman from Virginia it 
might be well to consider the question before 
the House including the right of a member to 
his seat. Pie then proceeded to present the 
claims of the contestant. 
Outhw&ite of Ohio, after arguing in support 
of the contestee defended the Democratic party 
iu attempting to post pone consideration of the 
case, argued that it was perfectly proper for it 
to seek protection under the code of rules. 
Lacey of Iowa advocated the claims of the 
contestant and Moore oí Texas those of the 
contestee. 
Wilson of West Virginia, while not address­ 
ing himself especially to the consideration of 
the case, made an entirely good humored 
speech, in cnt cism of the recent rulings ot the 
Speaker which elicited great applause and 
laughter from both sides, and the Speaker could 
not himself repress an cccasional smile. 
Wilson said he could now tell what parlia­ 
mentary law was. General parliamentary law 
made it possible not only for a one­ 
eyed man *r> tcSpcaker, but for him to be at an 
advantage, especially if the blind eye happened 
to be toward the side of the house where the 
minority sat. In the new era under the gen­ 
eral parliamentary law, the lobbyist would not 
be obliged to go around and give’ checks to in­ 
dividual members. The Speaker passed the 
bills, the Speaker approved the journal, and 
the lobbyist would not bother members, but 
“see" the Speaker. At the conclusion of Wil­ 
son’s remarks the question recurred on order­ 
ing the previous question on the adoption of the 
report of the Committee on Elections, and it 
was ordered—yeas, 166; nays, none. This is the 
first time since the meeting of CoDgress that 
the Republicans have had a quorum voting, 
and the result was received with applause, 'ihe 
only absentees on the Republican siie were 
Caswell and Wilber, both ot whom are sick. 
Four roll calls were required before the vote 
came finally on the seating of Smith, the con­ 
testant. but at the end he was declared entitled 
to the seat by a vote of—yeas, 166; nays, none— 
amid Republican applause. 
Smtth appeared and took the oath of office, 
whereupon Springer sarcastically inquired 
whether this was a proper time to make a mo­ 
tion to adjourn. 
With a similar intouation of sarcasm the 
Sneaker replied in the affirmative, and the 
Ilouse accordingly adjourned. 


LOST AT SEA. 
Several Unfortunate Seamen Washed 
Overboard from a Steamer. 
N ew Y ork, February 3d.—The steam­ 
ship Waesland of the Red Star line from 
Antwerp January 18lh, arrived at quaran­ 
tine to-nicht after a tempesiuous voyage, 
during which the Fourth Officer and the 
Quartermaster were lost overboard. 
On January 21st a heavy gale set in and 
caused a high aud confused sea. The 
Waesland labored heavily, and at 7a.m . 
shipped a sea which caused considerable 
damage about the decks. The storm con­ 
tinued, and upon the following day the 
ship W3S frequently boarded by heavy seas. 
At noon upon Ihe following day, while the 
Waesland was plunging heavily, a great 
wall of water rolled up from the westward 
and burst ever the steamer's decks and the 
upper works and bridges. 
For a moment everything was under 
water. When the great sea, which Cap­ 
tain Grant says must have been a tidal 
wave had rolied oil from the ship the 
fourth officer aud Quartermaster were miss­ 
ing.They were swept overboard by the wave 
and had disappeared. The vessel was 
stopped, but no» hing could be seen of the 
unfortuuate officers. 
The enormous wave smashed in the for­ 
ward wheel-house and the port lifeboat, 
and ciused other damage. The storm con­ 
tinued for several days, and the 20th tbe 
sJGp passed an iceberg 400 feet high and 200 
ftet long.

they will take the seats which they are now 
here seeking.

A t last the Grant Monument Associa­ 
tion of New York is ready to proceed with 
the erection of a fitting monument to the' 
memory of the hero. After four years’ 
effort it now announces that it has secured 
the sum tul $110,000, and that early in the 
¿firing it will enler upon the erection of 
the memorial, upon which it will expend 
a: once the sum named, but upon the plan 
contemplates the erection of amillion- 
dollar structure. 
We are sorry that this 
is the resolution of the Association; for if 
the monument is begun with so little in 
band, with the idea of raising §860,000 
after the base is laid, we fear that the gen­ 
eration will pass away before the cap-stone 
is in place. 
In fact, the country would be 
i>etter satisfied with a §140,000 monument 
completed, than a million-dollar promise. 
W e very much fear the Grant Monument 
history will be a repetition of the story of 
the tomb of Mary Washington—a begin­ 
ning of enthusiasm, and sixty-one years of 
neglect. 


I f there is anything revolutionary in 
ais matter of the quorum agitation in the 
House of Representatives, it is to be found 
tn the refusal of the Democrats to vote. 
For such action clogs the wheels of legisla­ 
tion, ami if the doctrine defensive of it 
obtains, it means that a minority can re­ 
fuse to vote the supplies for the carrying 
on of the Government, and thus work its 
destruction. The ordinary man of ordi­ 
nary powers of reasoning and capacity to 
understand the simple rules of right and 
of wrong cannot understand wherein the 
rights of a State, or any portion of the 
people are invaded, by requiring all mem­ 
bers elected to a legislative body of the 
Nation to vote when present in the body;

T he Cyclone steam snow plow , to w hich 
reference has been m ade in these colum ns 
several tim es lately, arrived here yesterday 
m orning in charge of E ngineer Jo h n Goldy. 
T here were also on board E . P. Caldw ell, 
th e in v entor of the plow , S uperintendent 
of M achinery Sm all, T raveling E ngineer 
S tephenson and J . R . H odsoa, th e p ho­ 
tographer. w ho has been for several days 
along the line on th e m ountains taking 
view s for the R icobd-U nion. 
T h e m achine was taken to th e railroad 
shops and the w ork of repairing it com ­ 
m enced at once. 
T he repairs to be m ade 
here are sim ply to p u t in one new cylinder 
and two cylinder htad3 and to com plete 
th e reduction of th e cab, w hich was rudely 
done by som e w ood-butcbers in T ruckee, 
w ho were picked up for the occasion in 
the absence o f th e regular m echanics of 
th e com pany. 
It is expected th at the m a­ 
chine w ill be com pletely repaired in three 
or four days, w hen it will retu rn to the 
m ountains and open up the side tracks 
along the line. 
THE CYCIJONK 
Is the largest and w idest snow -plow yet 
b u ilt for any road, m aking a path ten feet 
four inches in w idth. 
Its capacity is som e­ 
th in g m arvelous. W hen th e fan and auger 
a te ru n n in g at th e rate of five hundred 
revolutions per m in u te it will throw out 
130 000 cubic feet of scow per m inute. T he 
car is 48 feet long, th e w idth of the wheel 
being 10 feet 4 inches. 
W ithin the cab are 
three engines of 000 horse pow er each, o ra 
com bined fotce of 1 S00 borse-power. Tw o 
of these engines drive the fan w hich ex ­ 
pels the snow . 
T he th ird one connects 
direct w ith th e auger, w hich draw s tbe 
snow into th e cylindrical case in w hich 
the fans revolve. ‘ T be discharge pipe is 33 
inches square, tbe spout being fourteen feet 
above tbe rails, or about four feet higher 
than in the rotary. 
T his throw s the snow 
alm ost perpendicularly for 30 feet before it 
begins to curve over in its fall, clearing the 


ering up sm ail cottages on th e side, near 
th e track. 
I t was estim ated by tb e gentle­ 
m en w ho w itnessed the w orking o f the 
plow th a t it w ould have taken 2fi0 m en 
to u r days to have cleared th is side-track of 
snow w ith shovels, an d we cleared it in 
jn st ten m inutes. 
“ W e n ex t tried the plow on a side track 
leading out from th e round-house, w hich 
passed back of the wood shed. 
H ere the 
snow was frozen nearly as hard, and ranged 
from eight to tw elve feet in d tp th . 
T his 
track was about 1,800 feet long. W e cleared 
it of snow in fifteen m inutes, throw ing it 
over the top of large buildings and break­ 
ing w indow s at hotels and stores on th e 
business street, tw o h u n d red feet from the 
track. 
W e then opened u p tw o or three 
other side track9 w hich were buried u p in 
about tbe sam e m anner, an d then got o r­ 
ders to com e to Sacram ento. 
W e found it 
necessary to reduce th e cab in order to pass 
through th e snow sheds. 
On th e trip to 
S acram ento we passed th ro u g h som e very 
deep snow banks, notably

‘ T he b an k s had been opened u p by the 
shovelers, sm all bucker plow s an d the ro ­ 
tary, but th e cuts w ere too narrow for the 
Cyclone to pass, and we w idened them out 
from 
tw elve 
to 
fifteen

m itting th e P u llm au cars to pass w ithout 
taking cff th e steps, as h ad been necessary 
before. 
W e cam e in contact w ith several 
slides, w hich w ere very quickly throw n 
from the track 
Y o u r photographer, Mr. 
H odson, was w ith U9 and h ad an oppor­ 
tunity to get som e m agnificent views. 
"N otw ithstanding th e good w ork the 
Cyclone did at T ruckee, and all along the 
line, I w ish to say th a t it has w orked all 
th e tim e at a great disadvantage, as one en ­ 
gine was com pletely disabled on the Salt 
L ake D ivision, w here tw o cylinder-heads 
were blow n out. 
O ne of th e eDgines had 
to be disconnected, and has not been in 
use since we left W ells. 
W e were there­ 
fore com pelled to use on th e fan w hich 
expels th e snow 
ONLY HALF OUR POWER. 
•‘If th e Cyclone had been in as good con­ 
dition du rin g all these trials as she was 
w hen she was delivered to th e C entral 
Pacific at Ogden, th e snow banks would 
have been disposed of in short order. 
M aster M echanic Crosby, of th e S alt L ake 
D ivision, gave m e an old m an w hoclaim ed 
to be a m achinist and stationary engineer 
to run the plow , and I took him un d er pro­ 
test. 
H e blew out th e tw o cylinder-heads. 
and I let h im go as soon as I got to th e 
end of the division. 
I w anted a locom o­ 
tive engineer, w ho knew bow to handle 
steam . 
On th e T ruckee D ivision I was 
given Jo h n Goldy, a first-class locom otive 
engineer. 
H e cam e through to Sacram ento

O n the front end w hich w orks by air, and 
g athers th e snow from the center of the 
track and from each side of th e rails, ta k ­ 
ing it into th e in n e r portion of the plow, 
w hence it is expelled through the spout on 
the top, leaving a perfectly flanged rail. 
T he trucks are extra-heavily bnilt, having 
5 ix8 journals. 
T he plow w eighs seventy- 
five tons three h u n d red pounds. 
I t is en­ 
tirely under the control of th e engineer, 
who stands at th e front end, on the inside, 
an d operates the throttles and co m m uni­ 
cates w ith the pushing engineer by the use 
of his w histle; w ithout baviDg any gong3, 
signals or bells, as is custom ary on the 
rotary plows.

Of the Cvlone steam snow plow , E P. 
Caldw ell, of M inneapolis, M inn., is also 
G eneral M anager of the D uluth, H uron

h im telf u p from a locom otive 
engineer 
to 
his 
present 
position. 
H e 
is a m an of m agnificent physique and 
broad intelligence. 
On his arrival in the 
city yesterday m orning he im m ediately re­ 
tired for a few hours ot m uch needed rest, 
and was not visible to reporters u n til about 
6 o'clock last evening, w hen he was seen by 
a R ecjbd U nion reporter, and gave an ac­ 
count o f his trip and th e w orkings of th e 
plow since he left Ogden. 
Sneaking of the 
general w orkings of th e Cyclone, M r. C ald­ 
w ell said :

6 
cows, and 29 dogs. Of the dogs, 25 were 
kilted ; fees collected, $15. 
E. A. Burr appeared before the Board, 
and complained that a sea lion Kept in a 
tank on J street was an intolerable nuis­ 
ance. 
The Board advised him to see the police 
about the matter. 
Complaint having been made of tbe stag­ 
nant water on tbe Government lot at 
Seventh and K streets, tbe m atter was re­ 
ferred to the Street Commissioner for abate­ 
m ent.

ALONZO BARTON'S DEATH. 


F a c ts B ro u g h t O ut a t th e In q u e st E ast 
E v en in g . 
Coroner Clark held an inquest last even­ 
ing on the body of Alonzo BertoD, the fur­ 
niture drum m er, who was found drowned 
in the Thirty-first-street canalón Sunday. 
Florence Stewart was the first witness 
called. She testified that she lived at 9(7 
Second street. She had known i m m 
nam ed Alonzo Barton, who called himself 
a furniture drum m er. H e bad visited her 
four or five times, but she never saw him 
intoxicated. H e spoke of having received 
a letter from the East about some family 
m atter and a draft, that worried him . 
He 
did not seem to have m uch m oney ; was 
despondeit, but had said nothing about 
taking his life. H e was born in Brooklyn, 
N. V. His nam e was Alonzo Barton, a rd 
bis age 32 years. The last tim e witness saw 
him was on the 10:h or 11th of January. 
H e then said he was going to San F ran­ 
cisco, and would return in a week. 
Fred. Rink, who lives near Thirty-first 
and J streets, testified to the finding of the 
body. 
M. G. Dandried, who keeps a saloon at 
Tw enty-ninth and J streets, testified that 
on Monday, January 13th, deceased called 
at his place about 10 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing and remained until about 6 o'clock P. 
m. Between 12 and 1 o'clock, nocn, de­ 
ceased said he would like something to eat. 
H e had drank a couple of glasses of beer 
antfaiad some eggs cooked. 
He asked for 
another glass of beer wbile eating. After 
paying his bill he sat down, and witness 
asked him what bis business was. 
He did 
not say, but replied that he was going back 
to town. 
Before going he was invited by 
witness to take a drink, and he took a glass 
of gin. After taking tbe drink be sat down 
again, and along about 5 o’clock witness 
began to think there was som ething wrong, 
and again asked him what bis business 
was, and be replied that he was an up­ 
holsterer, and that he was from New Y'ors. 
H e said he had been out here either three 
m onths or three year?. wiT.ess could nut 
rem em bsr which. 
W itness asked him 


H e D eclares W ar A gainst H is F am ily an d 
R esists th e P o lice. 
Charles Strothm an, a German, who lives 
w ith his family on Tenth and S streets, 
languishes in a dungeon cell at the City 
Prison. 
H is wife ha3 been very sick for the past 
week, and on yesterday requested her hus­ 
band to summon a physician. Strothman 
started out to comply with her request, but 
fellby the wayside. 
Hemec several friends 
and got gloriously drunk. H e staggered 
home last evening, and after kicking over 
several articlc-s of furniture, knocked his 
sick wife down, and ran his three children 
out of the house. The invalid wife tied to 
a neighbor’s house, and Strothm an finding 
that he had the house to himself, laid down 
on a sofa and went to sleep. 
The neighborhood had been aroused by 
tbe disturbance, however, and some one 
telephoned for a police officer. Officer Mat. 
Coffey responded prom ptly to the call, and 
aroused Strothm an from bis slumber. The 
inebriated individual immediately resumed 
hostilities, and be and the officer had a 
rough-and-tum ble contest for some time 
before Strothm an was sufficiently subdued 
to accompany the peace guardian outside. 
Upon reaching the 
sidewalk, however, 
Strothm an again resisted arrest, and an­ 
other wrestling m atch ensued.

The City Plaza was the scene of another 
bloody tragedy last evening, by which E d­ 
ward P. Snook, a m iller employed at the 
Pioneer Mills, lost his life at the hands of 
Peter Chalman, a waiter in the Saddle 
Rock R estaurant on Second street. About 
8:30 o’clock people prom enading in the 
plaza were startled by the sudden reports 
of two pistol shots coming from near the 
northw est corner, followed by the shrieks 
of women, two of whom were seen to 
hasten away from the spot whence the 
shots had come. 
Officers Ash and Harvey were at Ninth 
and I streets when the shooting occurred, 
and hastened toward the place of shooting. 
W hen they reached the spot they found 
Snook lying dead on the sidewalk and 
Chalman in the custody of John P. Bris- 
sell, formerly a peace officer, who turned 
him over to the officers as tbe party who 
had done the shooting. 
On his person was 
found a knife, and in the street near by a 
pistol, which he had thrown away. 
Chalman was taken to the police station 
and locked up, and word sent to the Coro­ 
ner, who had just concluded the inquest on 
the body of Alonzo Barton, the suicide, 
when the message was received. A large 
crowd had gathered about the prostrate 
form of young Snook as it lay stretched on 
the sidewalk and guarded by police officers, 
and it was with difficulty the Coroner’s 
deputies could m ake their way to where 
the unfortunate young m an lay. The body 
was taken to the Morgue, where it was 
found that the fatal bullet had entered the 
head just above the left temple. Death had 
been instantaneous. The weapon m ust 
have been held very close to the victim’s 
head, as the scalp was badly powder- 
burned. 
CHALMAX’S STATEMENT. 
The prisoner was taken into the private 
office of Captain Karcher, at the police 
station, where he made a statem ent in tbe 
presence of several press reporters, Police 
Judge Buckley, City Attorney Church and 
others. 
He had not yet recovered entirely 
from the excitement attendant upon the ter­ 
rible affair, and told his story in a somewhat 
jerky and disconnected m anner, but with 
apparent truthfulness. He said that Annie 
Wheel an, the day clerk at the restaurant 
where he was employed, was the cause of 
the trouble. H e had fallen in love with 
her, and last Friday evening m et her on 
the street and followed (or walked with 
her) to her home. 
W hat transpired there 
he said he would not speak of, but she 
since accused him of having used improper 
language toward her, and threatened that 
she would have him thrashed or killed. 
He had tried to make up with her, but she 
would not have it. 
H e admitted that 
he had done wrong. Y'esterday she asked 
him to meet her at half-past 8 o’clock at the 
City Plaza, saying that she would then dis­ 
cuss the m atter with him that they m ight 
the better understand one another. He 
asked her 
HOW MANY FELLOWS 
She intended to have around there, and 
she replied there would be none—nobody 
but herself. 
He said it was all right, and 
that he would trust her and go to the 
E 
lace. B ut secretly, he said, he doubted 
er sincerity. She said she had named the 
Plaza because she would have as much 
show there as he. 
Fearing that there might be foul play in­ 
tended, Chalman said he had taken the 
precaution to arm himself with a knife aud 
pistol, 
and 
went 
prepared 
for 
any 
emergency. 
He walked up to Ninth street, 
and then along that street toward I, and 
met Miss W heelan near the corner of the 
latter street. She turned and walked with 
him to the corner, and they turned up 
toward Tenth street. 
STRUCK FROM BEHIND. 
Chalman said that he and Miss W heelan 
had commenced to discuss their little affair 
as they walked, and had gone bnt a short 
distance past the corner when they saw a 
tall m an in company with r Mrs. Orr, and 
the first thing he (Chalman) knew the man 
jumped at him from behind and dealt him 
two powerful blows in the face. 
H e im ­ 
mediately drew his pistol and shot at his 
assailant just as the latter was about to as­ 
sault him again. H e did not know who 
his assailant was, but he úid know that the 
man he shot was the one that struck him 
in the face. 
Chalman could not say how m any shots 
he fired, owing to his excitement. The 
man said something, as he struck at him , 
about “persecuting the girl.” 
The prisoner declared that he had sim ­ 
ply defended his own life in shooting down 
his assailant. 
His face bore evidence of 
having received a terrible blow. His left 
eye was discolored, and there was a bunch 
under it nearly as large as an egg. 
THE PARTIES TO THE AFFAIR. 
Snook was one of the most powerfully- 
built young men in this city, and was 
known as a hard hitter, and the only won 
der is that Chalman was not so disabled by 
the blow received as to have been unable 
to do such effective shooting. The de­ 
ceased was a brother of police officer Snook, 
and has other relatives liviDg here. 
Chalman, tbe prisoner, is a Swede, and 
generally regarded as an inoffensive person. 
He is quite popular among the habitues of 
the restaurant where he is employed. He 
declares that he was decoyed to the Plaza 
for the purpose of being beaten or killed. 
Miss W heelan, the cause of the fatal 
meeting, is a rather comely young woman, 
employed (as above stated) as day clerk at 
the Saddle Rock Restaurant. Á R ecord- 
U sio n reporter made every possible effort 
to see her last night after the shooting, but 
without success. She evidently had made 
up her m ind to be seen by nobody except 
her most intim ate friends. 
The Coroner will probably hold an in­ 
quest on the body of Snook this evening, 
when some facts not yet known may be 
brought out. 
AN UNFORTUNATE AFFAIR. 
The trouble which resulted in the un” 
timely death of Edward Snook was a pecu­ 
liarly unfortunate one. 
From what is 
known of the circumstances, there was no 
cause for hostilities of a serious nature. 
Chalman is a good-natured, rather simple- 
minded fellow, who so far forgot himself 
as to make some improper proposal to Miss 
W heelan. She doubtless told her story to 
a lady iriend, and it was perhaps deter­ 
mined to have the insult revenged to the 
extent of the personal chastisement of the 
offender. 
Evidently Edward Snook was consulted 
in the matter, and he—being a big-hearted, 
big-fisted 
youth—had 
his 
indignation 
aroused on behalf of the girl, aud resolved 
to chastise her persecutor. But the latter, 
tearing something of the kind, armed him ­ 
self and shot down tbe champion of the 
defenseless girl, in defense of his own per­ 
son. 
This seems to be about the only rational 
solution of the affair. Miss W heelan and 
her lady frierd no donbt thought they 
were justified in having Chalman punished, 
and Snook believed it his duty to inflict 
the pnnishm ent when appealed to. It was 
an unfortunate and ill-advised affair all 
round. The young m an whose life has 
been sacrificed is said by those who best 
knew him to have been a tender, affection­ 
ate son and brother, and a generous, lion- 
hearted fellow who was ever ready to 
champion the cause of the weak and de­ 
fenseless. 
His motive was good, even 
though his judgm ent was defective.

T he annual banquet and installation of 
Officers of the Exem pt Firem en’s Associa­ 
tion of this city was held last evening in 
tbe elegant new banquet hall connected 
with the French Restaurant, on K street.

Washington 
February 3 1 —The resi­ 
dence cf Secrer&rv of tbe Navy Tracy whs 
burned at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Mrs. Tracy jumped frr.ru tbe secor.d-story 
window. She died of her injuries within 
an hour. 
An unknown lady was burned to death. 
The Secretary himself we a rescued from 
the second story in an unconscious condi­ 
tion bv three firemen. H e is said to be 
dying.' 
PART ICC LARS OF THE FIRE. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 3d.—The partic- 
n 'rrs about the are a*e very conflicting. As 
near as can be now ascertained Mrs. Tracy 
jum ped from the second-story window and 
sustained fatal injuries. 
A gentleman wno saw the fire said never 
in bis life did he see or hear such a sight. 
It seemed, he said, as though heli had 
broken loose and sent its fiery tongue to 
earth. The w hole building seemed one 
seething mass oi flame», bursting from 
every point. 
Scream followed scream, 
each one more horrible and blood-curdling 
than the other, from the interior of the 
building. Only a few people were passing 
at tbe time, and they seemed lost and be­ 
wildered. 
The engines soon arrived, and before 
Forem an Boss aouid get ladders up to the 
front of the windows two females appeared 
in the second-story windows in front, arid 
in spite of a warning not to jum p, they 
leaped out on the grass. They proved to be 
Mrs. W ilm erding, ¡he m arried daughter of 
the Secretary, and her daughter. Miss Wil- 
rr^rding. 
Mrs. W iim rding broke o d c of 
her wrists and was bruised, her daughter 
was burned quite severely, but not other­ 
wise injured. 
Truck “ B" arrived very soon after the 
alarm , although to the watching Epectator3 
the m inutes seemed 
hours. 
Assistant 
Chief Lowe a: nee went to the rear, where 
a woman, presumably one of the servants, 
was waving a blanket to keep the smoke 
and flames away from her. She was up 
under the roa: sard roof, and behaved with 
a good deal of coolness. She was requested 
not to jum p, and did not. She came down 
the ladder. 
CHIEF HARRIS’ STORY. 
By this time Chief H arris arrived, and 
learning there were people stiii in the 
house he left tbe fire extinguishing ar­ 
rangem ents to his subordinates and dashed 
into the burning house, followed closely 
by Howard W right, who drives tbe Chief’s 
wagon. The Chief told his story as fol­ 
lows: 
“I paid no attention to" the fire 
when I heard there were people in the 
house. I felt my way through the smoke 
to the second floor, and found p. man in 
bed in the room. 1 tried to pick him up, 
but he was almost too heavy. 
I managed 
to drag him into the back room where 
there was more air, and then I broke a 
window out and called to Lowe, who was 
in the alley, to run up a ladder. Then 
they took the man out, and it proved to be 
the Secretary. 
I 
couldn’t 
move 
any 
further, for I was exhausted and full up to 
the neck w ith smoke. Then I went back 
into the smoke and fire again and found a 
young lady—Miss Mary Tracy they tell me 
it was—and as I caught hold of her wrists 
to lift her up the flesh, came ofli her burn­ 
ing bauds, she was so burned. I got her 
out, but she was dead. T hat exhausted 
me: 1 could £o no more.” 


STOP.Y OF MRS TR A CY 's DEATH. 
E. S. Rheim, whose house on Seven­ 
teenth street runs back to the rear of the 
Secretary's house, gives a graphic account 
of the terrible death of Mrs. Tracy : 
“I 
beard 
terrible 
screams,” 
said 
Rheim, 
‘about 7:15 o'clock thi9 morning, and 
imped from bed and ran to th e window. 
•Ire. Tracy was hanging by her hands from 
he sill of the window of the second floor, 
ábe was screaming, and alm ost imm edi­ 
ately dropped. 
A m oment afterward an­ 
other woman, who. it seems, was the cook, 
appeared on the ¡edge of the m ansard roof. 
She was waving a blanket and crying ont. 
Every m inute Í expected to see her jum p. 
As quickly as possible we threw some 
mattresses under the window, but shortly 
a hook ana i s l ií : appeared, and the ladder 
was run u n a i i the was brought down." 


A MYSTERY. 
The ori.iu oi the tire, although reported 
as trim del», 
v fl.u s. teems a great mys­ 
tery and c.-p, .

A letter-carrier on his usual rounds this 
m orning paste . tb ■ hottse a few minutes 
before 7 o'clock. 
He ob-erved nothing un­ 
usual in tbe appearance of the exterior. 
Continuing up the s'reet som eten m inutes 
afterward he happened to look back and 
sow Tracy's h v. e enveloped in flames. 
THE i riLDtSG BURNED. 
Shortly after Tracy’s appointm ent to tbe 
Cabinet he purchased the former residence 
of Dun M. Dickinson, late Postmaster Gen­ 
eral, 1634 I street, occupied by Mr. Dickin­ 
son. It was situated south of Farragut 
Square, upon which it had an attractive 
outlook. 
A flight of 3teps led up to the 
hall on the south side of it, and through it 
one entered the front drawing-room. The 
back of the drawing-room was made beau­ 
tiful by an imm ense bay window on the 
east end and a fireplace in the center. A 
finely propo: uoned dining room was in 
the rear of these apartments. The wood­ 
work was of clack walnut. The house 
consisted of two stories, with bay window 
running from the basement to the French 
mansard. The S.-cre'ary gave an architect 
orders to extend the front drawing-room on 
the east side some thirteen ieet, which 
greatly inert.-.- ; the capacity, and fur­ 
nished two av.iiiable bedrooms above, and 
the improvement was to extend back some 
distance.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT 
W a sh in g to n February 3d — A most hor­ 
rible catastro, he c.curred here at about 7

a* d a servar 
while injuring the Secre­ 
tary. his daughter, Mrs W elmerding, and 
her little daughter. At about 7 o’clock a 
pedestrian parsing Secretary Tracy’s hand­ 
some residence, iaciug on Farragut Square, 
discovered smoke pouring from all the 
front windows 
The alarm v as turned in 
and the departm ent responded at once. 
Just as the firemen arrived Mrs. W ilm erd­ 
ing appeared, a; the sccond-storv window 
w ith a child in her arm s and despite pro­ 
tests from tne firemen she jum ped to the 
ground, fracturing her wrist and sustain­ 
ing slight injuries. 
The child received slight injuries. Chief 
Engineer P ar'-.i rushed into tb s house and 
found the ui:> nations body of the Secre­ 
tary- in bed. 
He bore it to the window, 
where a fireman from outside raised a lad­ 
der and took he bedy down. 
The Chief, 
returning into :be house, stum bled over a 
body in the ha.T which proved to be Miss 
Mary Tracy, who was dead, and badiy 
burned, and be brought her ont. Tbe re 


m ainder of the household, except one ser­ 
vant, who was suffocated, escaped. 
Mrs. 
T ract's body wa3 at once taken into a 
neighboring 
residence, 
where about 8 
o’clock she expired. 
The Secretary was taken to tbe residence 
of Historian Davis, and about 10 o’clock be 
recovered consciousness. 
At noon he was 
reoorted out of danger. 
Tne President and Secretary H alford ar­ 
rived shortly after the alarm was struck 
and rendertd all tbe assistance possible. 
The President desired to have the Secre­ 
tary taken at once to tbe W hite House, but 
the’ physicians forbid it. 
The fire was caused by defective flues. 
It is the intention to take tbe bodies of 
Mrs. and Mis3 Tracy to the W hite House, 
where they will iay in state in the East 
room until tim e for the funeral. 
. 
This catastrophe, added to Mrs. Coppin- 
ger s death yesterday, causes universal sor- 
sow here. The President will probably 
postpone his intended trio to New York 
this afternoon, where he expected to at­ 
tend the Judiciary Centennial, in company 
with the Cabinet and the Supreme Court. 


HOW MRS. TRACY PIED. 
W ashington. February 3 d —Secretary 
a rd Mrs. T ract occupied the back room on 
tbe second story. Mrs. Tracy, it is be- 
lievid, was first awakened by the suffocat­ 
ing smoke. Secretary Tracy was at the 
time unconscious, and Mrs. Tracy, with 
heroic devotion, attempted to drag the in­ 
animate body of the Secre ary to tbe win­ 
dow. 
In this she partially succeeded, but 
half dazed and blinded by smoke, she 
opened tbe window, and just as the firemen 
were putting up the ladder to rescue her 
she leaped to tbe sidewalk. H er body was 
picked up with severe internal injuries and 
a broken leg. Sbe was taken to a neigh­ 
boring house, and w ithout recovering con­ 
sciousness died within an hour. 


IS AN ATTITUDE OF PRAYER. 


W a sh in g to n, February 3d.—Miss Tracy, 
tbe Secretary's unm arried daughter, occu­ 
pied the third story front room, and met a 
terrible fate. The young lady could be 
seen at tbe window in the light that flick­ 
ered 
in 
between the 
blinding smoke 
¡rod the flames. She was clad in white 
robes. H er hands were in an attitude of 
pray er and her face was uplifted to heaven. 
The flames gradually hemm ed her in, and 
sbe finally sank to the floor only tobe 
recognized again by her charred remains. 
The French maid, Josephine, met a sim ­ 
ilar fate in an adjoining room, where her 
charred and blackened remains were found. 


WHAT THE BUTLEE SAYS. 
; 
Jam es W elch, the 
Secretary's butler> 
said : “I sleep in the basement, and this 
morning I got up abont 6:30. There was 
no smell of fire and no appearance of any 
thing wrong. 
About 7 o'clock I started to 
ciean m y dining-room, when there was a 
ring at the door-bell, and when I answered 
it a colored man said. ‘Yonr house is on 
tire.’ At OLce I rushed up stairs to arouse 
the family ; and although the smoke was 
very thick, I succeeded in knocking at ev­ 
ery door, and from each one in the rooms 
I secured a response. 
“Then I started to go down stairs and 
was nearly choked with smoke. 
I fell 
three times, but finally got to tbe front 
door. I went around to the rear and tried 
to get a ladder so as to reach the Secretary 
and Mrs. Tracy’s bedroom. 
Mrs. Tracy 
was at the window, while tbe few of us 
who were there appealed to her to keep 
still for a m inute more. She climbed out on 
the sill and lowered herself until she huDg 
by her haDds on the narrow stone projec 
tion. Everybody who szw her yelled to 
her to hold on for a moment, and we 
looked around for something on which to 
catch her so as to break the fall which had 
to come. 
“How long did Mrs. Tracy hang there? 
Not more than a few seconds. Sbe told me 
afterwards she slipped. 
She fell into a 
rearway, almost touching me in her swift 
descent, (I was on the ground level), and 
struck on her left side. 
No sound save a 
little m urm ur came from her lips. I picked 
her up and carried her into Rhiem ’s 
house." 
To those who were admitted to view tbe 
destruction of the property, the bed-room 
which had been occupied by the Secretary 
and Mis Tracy was the principal point of 
interest. 
It is the rear room on the second 
floor and mus; have been a beautiful apart­ 
ment. 
Everything is black and soaked 
with water. The room is a huge cinder. 
On the third tloor on the central front 
was the room occupied last night by Miss 
Tracy. This wa3 a ruin of the ino3t thor­ 
ough description. 
It was charred in every 
corner. Tbe ceiling is gone, the doors 
burned ont, and cinders ankle deep cov­ 
ered the floor, and what the flames had 
spared was destroyed by water. 
The fire originated in the parlor near the 
open fire-place. 
W hether it originated 
from the grate or the heating-pipe is not 
known. 
The furnace is in the basement, 
directly beneath where the fire started, and 
the pipes lead to the upper stories in the 
rear of the wood work. 
The fire m eD , generally, think that the 
wood work caught fire from the heated 
pipes. 
BREAKING THE NEWS. 
Shortly after noon the President broke 
the news to the Secretary of the death of 
Lis wife and daughter. 
Although great 
caution was observed, the effect of the blow 
wa3 terrible and the Secretary almost suc­ 
cumbed. 
He rallied, however, and soon 
composed himself. 
At 4 o’clock Secretary Tracy was reported 
as continuing to improve, and had assented 
to his removal to the W hite House. 
The Star to-night has the following ac­ 
count of the scene when the President 
broke the news of his wife and daughter’s 
death to the Secretary: 
Upon the Presi­ 
dent was placed the painful duty of break 
iug to his friend the saddest of news, and 
very nicely, with a depth of sym pathy al­ 
most unsuspected heretofore, did the Chief 
Executive tell the Secretary that his wife 
was no more. 
Only a slight moan came from the Secre­ 
tary when the calamity was made known 
to him . 
Very eager was be to hear all the 
particulars of tbe fire and to a limited ex­ 
tent his curiosity was gratified. No witness 
ever underwent a more rigid cross-examin­ 
ation than did the President, and it wtts 
with difficulty that m any of the questions 
were answered. 
Frequently the President's emotion was 
too much for him . At last the additional 
and dreadful nsws of Miss M ary's death 
was aiso given to Mr. Tracy. 
He exhibited 
wonderful fortitude, although bis anguish 
is evident. It was 2 o’clock when the 
President left the Secretary's bedside, and 
it is no exaggeration to state that tbe Chief 
Magistrate had aged ten years in appear 
ance. 
His tender solicitude in not only this 
matter, hut also in connection with recent 
bereavements in Secretary Blaine’s family, 
left its visible impression on him . 
Ex-Surgeon-General Wales, 
who 
has 
been with Secretary Tracy all the morning, 
said :his afternoon that the Secretary was 
doing better than any one expected him to 
do. 
His pulse was strong and regular and 
his general condition clear. 
It is possible 
after-trouble may come with an attack of 
bronchitis, caused by the quantity of smoke 
the Secretary inhaled. 


GLOOM AND SADNESS. 
Governmental circles are enshrouded in 
sadness and gloom. 
The members of the Cabinet, with whom 
Secretary Tracy was very popular, were 
among the first to call. They were all 
shocked beyond measure at the calamity, 
and placed their respective houses at the

The 
neighbors knew him as Captain Hanson.

It wa9 believed that be was very well off, 
but was a miser. 
The 
driver hunted 
around a little, and his search was rewarded 
by a rich find: for on overturning an old 
iron pot there rolled out a num ber of $20 
gold pieces anlsom esm sller coins,am ount­ 
ing to $435. They were all thickly covered 
with mold. In the old m an’s pockets were 
several deeds and mortgages, which indi­ 
cated that he was worth $20,000. 
Bi sides 
this he owns the house he lives in and sev- 
eraljothfr pieces of property. 
H e will bardiy live another week, and 
the ambulance driver said he was afraid 
the old m an would die before he got to the 
hospital.

W h a t a B e rlin P a p e r S ays of th e P r e s e n t 
R e la tio n s . 
B e rlin , February 
3d.—The National 
Zcitung gives a good deal of attention to 
tbe pam phlet of Colonel Stoffel upon the 
relations of France and Germany, and in 
the course of its comments says: Ger­ 
m any's relation to Austria after the battle 
of Sadowa was entirely different from her 
relation to France after the battle of Sedan. 
Forbearance with A ustria was possible 
and wise, for tbe victory had settled defin­ 
itely* tbe issue iong in dispute, and Austria 
showed herself inclined to accept the re­ 
sult. 
Forbearance with France would, on the 
contrary, have been useless, for France 
did not petceive and would not recognize 
the difference that the union of Germany 
had made in Europe. F or centuries Ger­ 
m any was parcelled into small states and 
had been the victim of the reckless attacks 
of her Gallic neighbors, and was accus­ 
tomed to an easy victory over her feeble 
enem iis 
France regarded the results of the great 
change only as an accident of the cam­ 
paign. It is probable that in coming cen­ 
turies also the only remedy against the 
Gallic assaults will be for Germany to keep 
her m ilitary force at such a point that that 
alone will always guarantee the safety of 
the country*. Tne question of" tbe protec­ 
tion of Berlin is not so im portant as that of 
guarding southern Germany against inva­ 
sion.

Quick as light­ 
ning she drew from her pocket a sm all re­ 
volver and fired. The bullet entered his 
right eye, and, penetrating tbe brain, killed 
him on the spot. 
Then the murderess 
shot herself through the head. 
H er dead 
body was found lying across that of Colonel 
Solotouchine. 
An exam ination of the papers found on 
the young girl proved that she was Ulga 
Gontcharenko, 19 years of age, and the 
only daughter of tbe Director of the Gov­ 
ernm ent telegraphs at Moscow.
